Brennan to address Fed's environment meeting 


U.S. Secretary of Labor 
Peter J. Brennan will be the 
principal speaker at a two-day 
State AFL-CIO Conference on 
“Jobs and the Environment" 
to be held at the TowneHouse 
in San Francisco, March 7-8, 
John F. Henning, executive 
officer of the California Labor 
Federation, AFL-CIO. has 
announced. 

Brennan, the nation’s 13th 
Secretary of Labor who was 
just sworn in on February 2, 
will speak at the conference 
dinner Wednesday evening, 
March 7. The dinner is 
scheduled to start at 7:30 p.m. 

A veteran trade unionist 
long active in civic. church and 
youth activities, Brennan was 
president of both the New 


York City and New York State . 


Building and Construction 
Trades Councils and a vice 
president of the New York 
State AFL-CIO prior to his 
appointment by President 
Nixon to the top federal labor 
post. 

Born in New York City in 
1918, Brennan served his 
apprenticeship with the 
Painters Union and was 
elected as an official of his 
local union. Following service 
on U.S. Navy subs during 
World War II, he became 
deeply involved in union af- 
fairs and was elected head of 
the New York City Building 
Trades Council in 1957 and 
president of the State Council 
a year later. 

As a union official, he has 
played an active role in efforts 


to bring minority. group 
workers into apprenticeship 
programs of the building and 
construction trades in New 
York, Henning's office 
reported. He has also served 
on the National Advisory 
Committee for the Education 
of Disadvantaged Children and 
on a number of other govern- 
mental bodies concerned with 
Safety, prevailing wages and 
workmen's compensation laws. 
‘Other featured speakers at 
the conference will include: 

Sheldon Samuels, director of 
Occupational Health and 
Safety and the Environment of 
the AFL-CIO Industrial Union 
Department. 

Mary Lee Widener, Northern 
California Chairman of the 
State Democratic Central 


Committee; and 

Paul Haerle, Vice Chairman 
of the Republican State 
Central Committee. 

Widener and Haerle will 
present their parties’ views on 
the conflict between labor and 
environmentalists. Both have 
been invited to suggest how 
such conflicts can be resolved. 

Samuels’ topic will be ‘An 
Overview of Jobs and the 
Environment: Labor's Role.”’ 

The conference will seak 
means of developing programs 
to meet the critical economic 
needs of workers and areas 
of accord between organized 
labor and_ environmental 
groups.

AC Transit drivers are 
demanding action to protect 
passengers and drivers from 
increasing violence on _ the 
buses, and their union 
representatives are hoping 
that the district will act in 
time to head off any disruption 
of service. 

“We don't want a work 
stoppage,’ Ed Cordeiro, 
president of Amalgamated 
Transit Employees Local 192 
said this week. ‘Dick Groulx 
gave the district ten days to 
reply to our demand for 
security, and that is up 
Monday. We're hoping for 
some positive action. If we 
don’t get it, we'll probably 
have a mass meeting and a 
press conference to explain the 
Situation.” 

Groulx has been mediating, 
as secretary-treasurer of the 
Central Labor Council, along 
with assistant secretary Ed 
Collins. 

The drivers want the district 
to install a_ silent alarm 
system that alerts the police 
department and district 
without tipping off the trouble- 
maker, such as is used in San 
Diego. Meanwhile, they are 
asking for security guards to 
be on or in close touch with 
the buses.

How to buy 


March a month for suits 


A good used car in the 
popular _intermediate-size 
$1500-$2000 bracket costs $100 
more this year. The average 
new house now costs $28.700 
— a shocking $2.500 more than 
a year ago. Fuel oil is a penny 
or two a gallon in many areas. 
Chickens cost 6 to 10 cents 
more a pound. The wholesale 
Price of bacon is actually 50 
per cent higher than a year 
ago. Chuck steak costs 17 
cents more, and in many 
stores now is over $1 a pound 
even with bone in. Retail pork 
prices in midwinter reached a 
record level of close to 90 
cents a pound. Onions cost 
twice as much as a year ago. 
A five-pound bag of potatoes 
is 20 cents higher. 

These are some of the latest 
price disasters in the strong 
inflation persisting this year 
while the Administration tries 
out “voluntary” controls with 
only a few feeble steps to 
attack the roots of the in- 
flation. James McLane, a 
government price official 
complained that if it were not 
for the big jump in_ food 
prices. the Administration 
would have met its goal of 
keeping the inflation to a 2-3 
per cent annual rate of in- 


crease. Perhaps the Ad- 
ministration should set up a 
special price index which 
would eliminate those 


categories which go up beyond 
the government's goals. 

Here are tips on blocking 
some of the inroads the in- 
flation may be making on your 
own financial goals: 

SUITS Because of rising 
fabric prices you can expect 
to pay more for a suit next 
fall — especially for the more 
durable hard-finish worsteds. 
Current prices, especially at 
the last of the midwinter 
clearances, represent a 
relative buying opportunity. 

Suit fabrics nowadays are of 
three types: worsteds such as 
twill weaves, serge, sharkskin 
and gabardine; woolens, such 
as flannel and tweed: 
polyester double knits. 

The double knits, which are 
a little more resilient than 
woven fabrics, have come 
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down in price because of 
heavy production in relation to 
demand. and a revival of 
interest in woven fabrics such 
as worsteds. 

A worsted suit is especially 
useful for a man who wears 
a suit often. In the same 
grade, worsteds wear longer 
and keep their shape better 
than woolens. But this coming 
year you may have to pay 
$20 to $25 more for a worsted 
than for a woolen. 

Two-ply worsteds especially 
are durable and_ shape- 
retaining. Two-ply yarns have 
two strands twisted together. 
A worsted suit usually will 
give you about 25 per cent 
more wear than a woolen of 
similar quality. 

But the fabric is only one 
element in the quality of a 
suit. The amount of hand 
tailoring and other con- 
Struction details also affect the 
durability and shape retention. 
You may be able to detect 
hand-tailoring at the point 
where the collar joins the 
lapel, at the buttonholes, at 
the top of the pants, and at 
the joining of the lining to the 
jacket. especially inside the 
cuffs, where a_ certain 
irregularity of finish will

contrast with the evenness of 
machine stitching. 

Detecting handwork, 
however, is mainly useful as 
an indication that there may 
be hand-stitching inside the 
coat or jacket where it counts, 
where it helps a coat retain 
its shape. If you don't see 
hand-stitching at those ex- 
terior points, you can be quite 
certain there is none inside. 
If you observe hand-stitching, 
there may be hand-work inside 
too, but it’s not unusual for 
a suit to have hand-stitched 
buttonholes and collars and 
few other hand details. 

Hand-stitching is noticeable 
in the lapel; you can see it 
in the way the lapel rolls a 
little. Crush the lapel: if it 
springs back into shape, it 
shows hand workmanship. Roll 
a tip of the lapel. When 
released, it should quickly go 
back into place. 

To judge how carefully a 
suit has been cut, observe 
whether the trouser creases 
follow the vertical grain of the 
fabric, whether the horizontal 
grain of the material is truly 
horizontal across your 
shoulders, whether the sleeves 
hang straight, with the length- 
wise yarns vertical. Note how 
carefully the pattern or weave 
of the material is matched at 
the seams. Look at the trouser 
crotch; it should not be pieced. 
Especially beware of any signs 
of pucking at the armhole and 
at other seems. 

The seams_ should be 
resilient too. Also check the 
pants for a double closure at 
the top of the zipper. and look 
for durable,  closely-woven 
pocketing material. 


FOOD BUYING CALEN- 
DAR: Food buy of the month 
is eggs, coming down in price 
for the spring flush season. 
Meat, too, will be a little 
cheaper later this month. 
Chicken, turkey, pork shoulder 
and ordinary hamburger (not 
chopped chuck) have gone up 
the least, but watch out for 
whitish-looking ground beef 
with extra fat.

Teachers Federation, George 
Stokes told the Central Labor 
Council that Seymore Rose has 
not helped the organization of 
teachers in any way, has 
opposed union demands that 
school board business _ be 
conducted in public. and has 
voted consistently for ad- 
ministration budgets that do 
not emphasize the 
strengthening of education at 
the classroom level. 

Although the union had twice 
endorsed Rose in the past, 
Stokes said, “we are sup- 
porting Mike Bradley because 
for the first time in 12 years 
we have a chance to get a 
union person on the board. ”’ 

Members of the interviewing 
committee said they could not 
understand why the Teachers 
Federation was challenging 
“the only half-way friend they 
have’ on the board, instead 
of direct enemies. 

Secretary-treasurer Richard 
K. Groulx reported that Rose 
had been ‘the only line of 
communication labor has had” 
on the board, and that Rose 
had answered the in- 
terviewers' questions even 
better than Bradley in some 
cases. 

“*T feel very — strange 
recommending against en- 
dorsement of a member of one 
of our unions, and I have 
never done it before that I 
can remember. Naturally the 
Teachers are inclined to 
Support their own member. 
But it would have been wiser.’ 
Groulx suggested, “if they had 
not rushed out to commit 
themselves before _ getting 
COPE’s support.” 

No candidate will be in- 
terviewed or endorsed for 
Mayor in the April election, 
COPE had decided earlier, 
because liberal political office 
holders cannot get together on 
one candidate. If a _ run-off 
results, COPE may take 


another look at the situation.

ie HIGHER PENSION 
BENEFITS: The benefit 
formula will be increased from 
1.2 to 1.3 which will result in 
an increase of almost 9 per 
cent in benefits for all 
members retiring on or after 
March 1, 1973. 

2. RETIREES BENEFITS 
INCREASED: All members 
already retired or who will 
retire prior to March 1, 1973 
will receive an increase of 5 
per cent in their monthly 
benefit commencing with their 
check for the month of March 
1973. 


Si. VESTING CHARGE 


ELIMINATED: The separate 
charge of 10 per cent for 
vesting rights is completely 


eliminated. Vesting con- 
tributions paid to date will be 
added to the regular con- 
tribution. thereby increasing 
future service pensions by 10 
per cent in the case of all 
individuals now paying for this 
vesting privilege. 

Members who will now leave 
the industry at any age, and 
who have earned 15 years of 
service, including at least 3 
years of contributions, will 
have their full pension rights 
vested until they retire at age 
60 or later. 

4. DISABILITY BENEFITS: 
If a member becomes per- 
manently and totally disabled 
and is granted a_ Social 
Security Disability Award, he 
will be entitled to collect his 
normal retirement benefit at 
any age. if at the time he 
is granted the Social Security 
Disability Award, he had 
completed 15 years of service 
during which contributions had 
been made on his behalf for 
a period of at least 3 years 
or more. 

5. DEATH BENEFIT: If a 
member _ dies’ prior to 
retirement after having earned 
15 years of service, including 
3 years for which contributions 
were made on his behalf, his 
beneficiary will be eligible to 
receive a cash death benefit 
equal to 50 per cent of the 
total contributions received by 
the fund on his account . 

The members. of our local 
wish to thank Trustees Linzer 
and Sverdlove for the very 
efficient and careful handling 
of our Pension Fund, which 
made _ these improvements 
possible.

UTILITY COSTS 

In the last four years 
P.G.&E. has let out to bid only 
three pipeline jobs that were 
awarded to contractors. How 
can they say they can do the 
work cheaper with their own 
employees if they have no 
comparison to make on the 
bids? Our Local Union, along 
with the Laborers, Teamsters 
and Operating Engineers, has 
jurisdiction over transmission 
Pipelines throughout the State. 
In the past four years P.G.&E. 
has seen fit to do 95 per cent 
of the new construction work 
with their own employees. 

We should all demand from 
our Legislators that an im- 
mediate investigation be made 
and that a public committee 
should be established to in- 
vestigate the cost factors and 
breakdowns that both P.G.&E. 
and the East Bay Municipal 
Utility District utilize and 
charge directly to the con- 
sumers. 

As taxpayers and consumers 
for the State and the Public 
utilities, respectfully, we have 
every right to know that our 
rates directly or indirectly 
have no_ hidden inflationary 
costs. The utilities, it seems. 
have no trouble at all before 
the Public Utility Commission 
in obtaining higher rate in- 
creases. It’s a shame that the 
recently approved rate in- 
crease of $48.2 million that the 
consumer will pay was _ per- 
mitted to ‘‘offset the higher 
Price that P.G.&E. pays its 
suppliers for natural gas." The 
fact wasn't brought out that 
P.G.&E. owns two of the 
supplying companies or that 
$3 million annually (part of 
the $48.2 million increase) will 
be spent on gas exploration.

to go on the present contract, 
we should be considering one 
important factor that is 
Causing some of our members 
a great deal of trouble. That 
is, this problem of being 
selected for jury duty. We are 
told that the way people are 
selected for jury duty is from 
the voting registration polls. 
For this very reason many of 
our members do not register 
to vote because if they are 
selected for jury duty they 
receive a grand total of $6.00 
for each day they serve. You 
can readily see that it would 
be possible for some of our 
people to go down the drain 
if they were picked to serve 
on a jury and the case hap- 
pened to run for 3 or 4 months. 

Unions of other crafts have 
negotiated one or two cents 
per hour worked to go into 
a fund so that when their 
people are on jury duty they 
can pay them. The way it 
works is you simply deduct 
the $6.00 the county pays the 
jurist from one day’s wages 
and pay the member a day's 
Straight wages for each day 
served on jury duty. We 
certainly want our members 
to register to vote and for one 
or two cents per hour worked 
we can ill afford not to do 
this. If this works for other 
groups of people, it will cer- 
tainly work for us.

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Food for Strikers’ kids? 


Public assistance to strikers has come under 
increasingly heavy attack by the Chamber of 
Commerce in recent years, and there is im- 
mediate danger that children will be denied 
food because their parents are on strike. 

The fact is that most workers won’t strike 
unless the employer has given them a strong 
reason to do so. And welfare for families isn’t 
enough by comparison with a normal paycheck 
to keep them from going back to work. 

John F. Henning, executive secretary- 
treasurer of the California Labor Federation 
says it is urgent that union members write 
immediately — by March 5 — to swell the 
number of letters in favor of welfare aid for 
families of strikers. 

In early January the Social and 
Rehabilitation Service of the U.S. Department 
of Health, Education and Welfare published 
two alternatives of a proposed ruling in the 
Federal Register. The ruling will affect the 
status of persons and their families under the 
Aid to Dependent Children — Unemployed 
Father program. 

Alternative (A) would deny _ public 
assistance to strikers and their families, who 
are in need, simply because the father is on 
Strike. 

Alternative (B), which meets the AFL-CIO 
policy position, would prevent States from 
discriminating against needy strikers and their 
families. 

The sole criterion for public assistance 
must be need, and that assistance should be 
made available to all who meet eligibility 
requirements, regardless of the cause of the 
need. 

Members should write in support of 
Alternative (B) and send their letters to The

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AFL-CIO union sues 
GM for women’s rights 


An AFL-CIO_ union has 
charged the General Motors 
Corporation with 
discriminating against women 
workers in denying full 
disability benefits for 
pregnancy. 

The AFL-CIO’s International 
Union of Electrical Workers 
(IUE) headed by Paul Jen- 
nings has accused the giant 
corporation of violating Title 
7 of the 1964 Civil Rights Act 
in a suit filed in the US. 
District Court in New York. 

The suit points out that GM 
limits the amount of benefits 
women may collect because 
they are unable to work during 
preganacy, child birth. and 
related complications but 
places no such limits on male 
workers for sickness and 
accident benefits. 

The union's complaint was 
filed on behalf of nine women 
— including seven who have 
been held to the six-week 
benefit limit on pregnancy. It

sickness and accident benefits 
of $85 to $1535 a week for any 
one continuous’ period of 
disability — covering ‘all 
disabilities whether voluntarily 
or involuntarily incurred.” 
Disabilities covered include 
cancer, venereal disease, 
elective hernia operations, 
alcoholism, drug abuse, ac- 
cicents caused by drunken 
driving, unsuccessful suicide 
attempts and fights. 


But the company does not 
permit women to continue 
work after their seventh 
month of pregnancy’ even 
though they are physically 
able and willing to work. 


The result is, the union said, 
that many women have lost 
vital earnings. It estimated 
that more than 90,000 women 
workers at GM could be ad- 
versely affected by the 
company policy limiting 
benefits on pregnancy cases.

tax check-off privilege for 
supporting the presidential

Widespread use of this 
method of contribution could 
break the stranglehold forces 
of special interest are gaining 


on political campaigning in 
this country. The great ad- 
vantage is that this can be 


accomplished without working 
people parting with any more 
of their hard-earned wage. 

When an individual files his 
or her Federal Income Tax 
Return for 1972, and attaches 
Form 4875, the person is 
allowed to check off a $1 
contribution from the income 
tax owed. to the political party 
of his or her choice. (If a 
married couple files a joint 
return. they can designate 
$2.00). 

The taxpayer can designate 
that his or her contribution be 
earmarked for the Democratic 
or Republican parties, or can 
check the “nonpartisan 
general account,’ which will 
then be divided between the 
Democratic, Republican and 
qualifying independent parties. 

This gives each person a 
chance to make a contribution 
to a political party without 
spending any money. The 
amount of taxes you have to 
Pay stays the same, but the 
$1 for single and $2 for 
married people. instead of 
staying in the Treasury. is 
turned over to the designated 
political party. 

If working men and women 
use Form 4875, we could in- 
sure that whoever wins the 
presidency in 1976 will owe his 
debt not to the special interest 
forces but to the average 
working men and women of 
the country. 

The form is easy to com- 
plete and can be _ obtained 
from banks, post offices and 
other locations where income 
tax forms are available. In- 
dividuals who have their in- 
come taxes prepared can get 
the forms from the person 
preparing their taxes 

I urge you to make this 
program widely known to your 
members so that we can start 
now to build a_ people's 
political fund for 1976.

‘No growth is not ecology 
but economic disaster’ 


The city of Fremont is 
considering cutting the 
building of housing units to a 
fraction of what it has been 
in recent years and has 
already denied permits for 
major developments. It is the 
nearest immediate example of 
what happens when “no 
growth”’ advocates put on the 
pressure these days, but the 
problem threatens to create 
disastrous unemployment in 
the building trades throughout 
California. 

‘The problem is that in their 
legitimate concern about 
pollution of the environment, 
the public is allowing itself to 


be manipulated and its 
confusing ‘‘no growth’’ with 
“ecology,’’ Lamar Childers, 


secretary of the Builidng and 
Construction Trades and 
poverty and economic 
stagnation become a way of 
life, and we’ll see how healthy 
a human environment we have 
in Fremont or any place 
else!”’ 

Fremont issued about 2,400 
building permits in 1970, 3,400 
in 1971, and 2,900 in 1972. ‘‘No 
growth’ advocates propose 
that the number be limited to 
600 a year, according to 
Luther Curry, business 
representative of Hayward 
Carpenters Local 1622. Napa 
has adopted a similar plan and 
Pleasanton is considering it. 

The Fremont proposal is 
clearly arbitrary, Curry said, 
since its long-standing general 
plan calls for full development 
to be reached in 1990 with 300,- 
000. persons, This would 
require construction of 3,100 to 
3,700 homes per year, Curry 
said — and still would leave 
55 per cent of the city’s land 
in open space when full 
development is reached. 

Curry belongs to a Fremont 
Environmental Committee

which believes that such facts 
need a public airing. It has 
amassed a_ wealth of in- 
formation which it is con- 
densing to 20 pages and will 
have printed for strategic 
distribution, but it needs to 
raise $4,000 to cover the cost 


of the project. 
The Building and  Con- 
struction trades Council 


of Alameda County voted last 
week to donate $100 for the 
purpose. Plumbers and Gas 
Fitters 444, Hayward Car- 
penters and the District 
Council of Carpenters each 
have contributed $100, and 
other unions are being urged 
to follow suit. 

The effect of the cutback in 
building was illustrated by the 
refusal of city authorities to 
approve a rezoning for a 
development of 2,400 units — 
both single and multiple — 
by Singer Housing. The zoning 
body had already approved a 
2,000 unit development by 
Singer; and then decided to 
reconsider that one. Childers, 
secretary of the building 
Trades, said a total of $100 
million was involved, and 2500 
jobs went down the drain. 

Fremont zoners had also 
approved a Kaiser Aetna 
project of 1200 units, and the 
city council withdrew ap- 
proval. :

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construction, Childers _ said, 
and if homebuilding is cut by 
two-thirds, about 7 or 8 
thousand jobs are eliminated 
in this area. 

Some ‘no growth”  ad- 
vocates are hiding their real 
motives behind an  ‘“en- 
vironmental”’ screen, Childers 
Said. ‘‘They don’t want to open 
up their communities to people 
from the bigger cities, but 
they won’t admit it.”’ 

Some opponents of growth 
fear an overloading of sewers, 
schools, streets. Curry noted 
that Singer offered to build a 
school for its development, 
and said that the present 
sewer system in the Fremont 
North Plains-Union City area 
can handle another 1300 units 
as is. 

“These things can be han- 
dled if we take an orderly 
approach to planning for our 
needs, instead of denying 
people the right to build. 
cutting off the construction 
of housing that the people need 
and that the community needs 
for its economic and environ- 
mental health,” Curry said. 

The Mayor and some of the 
councilmen have appeared 
before the Environmental Com- 
mittee, and it expected that 
the council will hold two or 
three hearings on the commit- 
tee’s report before adopting 
a general policy on ‘tno growth” 
or “slow growth.”

Record food prices can’t 
be blamed on union labor

reporters because ‘we 
have to live with the unions’.”’ 

The article was refuted point 
by point by Paul Crockett and 
Stephen Corso, the new 
secretary-treasurer of the 
union. The RD writer, James 
Roper, picked out a_ few 
examples of “restrictive 
practices’ that the union 
leaders said do not generally 
exist. They also noted that 
technology in unloading 
trucks, loading shelves and 
checking out has held down 
actual labor costs per item. 

Crockett pointed also to a 
February 2 report in the 
Oakland Tribune which began 
“Safeway Stores Inc. reports 
record sales and earning for 
1972..". The company’s net 
income was said to be 13.6 
per cent over that in 1971, and, 
Crockett noted, ‘“‘you can be 
sure when they report profits 
they are using the bottom. 
bottom, bottom line’’. 

Itself a big grower. 
Safeway benefits from record 
wholesale prices and collects 
the profits of the food-packing 
middleman, since it does much 
of its own work in that area, 
too. About 75 per cent of the 
food sold in this area is sold 
by two chains, Safeway and 
Lucky Stores. 

Prepared to show _ that 
reasonable job benefits of food 
clerks won by the union have 
not had much to do with 
prices, Crockett said this week 
that the latest price report 
made details unnecessary.

“We have been tightly con- 


trolled all during this time 
when prices were 
skyrocketing,’’ he said. ‘‘This 


only shows how unfair it is 
to penalize workers in the food 
industry with extra controls.”’ 

It seems that other workers, 
also,are more subject to wage 
control than they thought. The 
head of the Cost of Living 
Council, John T. Dunlop said 
this week that the  ad- 
ministration will continue to 
use a 5.5 per cent guideline 
for wage increases, and 
contended that the guideline is 
“no more flexible’’ than it was 
in Phase I and Phase II of 
wage and price controls. 

Arthur F. Burns, chairman 
of the Federal Reserve Board 
had a suggestion: let them eat 
cheese. Americans, he said, 
could help bring prices down 
by accepting one meatless day 
a week.
